to secure the publication of articles 
favorable to the company at a time 
when it was being criticized in the 
newspapers. 
Mr. Bell had said that 
he could accomplish much more with 
the money lf he were not compelled 
to report to the company Just what 
he expended it for. 
Mr. Brockway 
said he is stiH a director of the com­ 
pany. 
President Burnham's physician told 
the committee that Mr. Burnham is 
too sick to appear or even make a 
deposition. 
Vice President iv! dredge also testi­ 
fied that the company had much trou­ 
ble with Andrew J. Clunie when he 
was superintendent of insurance of 
California, and in six years from 1897 
paid Thomas J. Chinle, the commis­ 
sioner’s brother, $7,500 in counsel fees 
to represent the company before the 
insurance department and legislature 
of that stat©
